Rain ends worst drought in years 


Farmers in Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
valleys joined the rest of the southland 
today in giving thanks for a rain that fell 
over California from an Arctic storm. 
The storm, brief as it was, ended the 
worst drought in more than 20 years. 
Scattered reports indicated about one- 
third of an inch of rain fell during the 24 
hours ending at 8 a.m. today. 
Locally varying amounts of rain fell on 
parched lands. Figures ranged from the 
. 19 of an inch at Lompoc's Water Treat­ 
ment plant, to nearly an inch at Lake 
Cachuma, east of Santa Ynez. 


The storm was the first major test of 
the countv flood control’s new telemetry 


system for monitoring rainfall in the 
Santa Ynez River system. Flood control 
chief James Stubchaer said the 
telemetry as recorded in Santa Barbara 
showed .20 of an inch of rain outside 
Lompoc Municipal Court; .43 of an inch 
at a point in Miguelito Canyon, south of 
Lompoc; an estimated .65 of an inch at 
Cachuma by mid morning; .28 of an inch 
at Gibralter Reservoir at 8 a.m.; and an 
unknown amount at Juncal Reservoir. 


In Lompoc, the season total stood at 
1 28 inches today, compared to 9.94 in­ 
ches last year. 


Stubchaer said the storm was badly 
needed at Cachuma where the surface of 


the reservoir stood at 738 16 feet above 
sea level, down 12 feet from the 750 feet 
full level 
The monitoring or early flood warning 
system was designed after the floods of 
January and February 1969. Impulses 
triggered in rain gauges at key points are 
recorded electronically in Santa Barbara 
where computers take over. 
The storm front reached California 
through Nevada Wednesday and dropped 
about a third of an inch of rain on most of 
Southern California. 


Mountains were stormy all day with 
rain at the lower elevations and snow at 
higher levels 


Colder temperatures accompanied the 
rain, with highs in the high 50s 
throughout most of Southern California, 
and highs in the mid 30s at mountain 
resorts. Lows overnight in the mountains 
were expected to dip into the 20s. 
The Weather Service forecast is for a 
chance of continuing showers tonight and 
Friday, with cooler temperatures ac­ 
companying the moisture. 
As far as solving the critical water 
shortage, the storm was termed “a drop 
in the bucket, not enough to affect the 
drought” by state meteorological of­ 
ficials.

School officials work 
on retrenching details

Supt. Clarence Bloom and his aides to­ 
day were busy working out the nuts and 
bolts details of a retrenching program 
that will see the district’s newest school 
and one of the workhorse facilities go 
into mothballs in the fall. 
Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District ordered the closing of Miguelito 
School at 1600 W. Olive Ave., and La 
Mesa School on Jupiter Avenue in 
Vandenberg Village. The action came 
Tuesday at a public hearing in Lompoc 
High School before an overflow audience 
of 800 parents and teachers. 
The trustees based their action on 
declining enrollment and an uncertain 
financial future. Bloom told the board 
that he believed there would be a 
gradually declining enrollment for the 
next three to five years. Current enroll­ 
ment is slightly below 11,000 students, 
down about 4,000 students from the peak 
years of the late 1960s. Bloom said. 
Miguelito, newest school in the dis­ 
trict, never lived up to expectations, 
enrollment wise, although educators and 
parents have praised the imaginative 
educational programs that have been un­ 
veiled there. Current enrollment is at 319 
students, but the total includes about 76 
honors students bused in from 
throughout the district. 
La Mesa School, the only school the 
southern half of Vandenberg Village has 
ever known, has a current enrollment of 
227 students. Assistant- Supt. Alice 
Milligan projects a further decline, from 
that figure, or a level of enrollment that 
would make it difficult to maintain the 
student-teacher radio. 
Bloom said the closing of the two 
schools and the transfer of the students 
to other schools would give greater flex­ 
ibility in staffing. He said the flexibility 
he talked about was for reasons of staff­ 
ing and not to accommodate a potential 
alternative school. That latter possibility 
had been suggested by some sources in 
light of pressures for a fundamental 
school and an all-year school. Bloom said 
he didn’t have these ideas in mind. 


Miguelito’s students can be accom­ 
modated easily by rearranging boun­ 
daries, Bloom said. The exact details 
will have to be worked out. As set forth 
in the school board agenda along with the 
options which were before the trustees, 
147 of the students could go to Clarence 
Ruth School on W Street, north of Laurel 
Avenue. To make room for the Miguelito 
students. 30 students could be 
transferred from Ruth to La Canada 
which is located on West North Avenue, 
near O Street. 


Additionally, 91 Miguelito students can 
be transferred to Hapgood School, which 
is located on A Street, south of Cypress 
Avenue. And the honors students will 
have to be bused somewhere else. 


The re-assignment of students from La 
Mesa is another matter, Bloom said. He 
said he will work with the school and the 
PTA to get out a survey foim to tap 
parent preferences. As set torth in the 


school board's agenda, the options were 
for a split of the students between Bunea 
Vista School, which is north of Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road in the Village, and Los 
Berros School in Mission Hills or for all 
of the students to go to Los Berros. 
The school board must also decide 
whether the students from FCI housing 
area will remain at La Canada School, or 
whether they will be shifted elsewhere. 


Classified personnel from the two 
schools will be transferred to other 
schools on a seniority basis. Bloom said 
attrition may create some openings in 
the holdover schools after July 1, thus 
making it possible to accommodate the 
displaced workers without any layoffs. 


Teachers and other certificated per­ 
sonnel. however, will be transferred on 
the basis of need. Bloom said there 
would be two less elementary principals 
in the fall than are now being employed. 
The two who are displaced would either 
be returned to the classroom, or take 
over one of the other schools in the event 
an opening develops because of a retire­ 
ment or because of some other reason, 
Bloom said. 


There are still questions about the 
dollar saving to be realized by the clos­ 
ing of the two schools. District business 
manager Joe Carlin estimates the tax 
represented by the closing of La Mesa at 
seven to eight cents out of the district’s 
$5.19 tax; while the tax amount involved 
at Miguelito is about seven and one-third 
cents. Carlin, however, declined to say 
whether taxpayers could see a reduction 
in the tax by those amounts. One cent on 
the tax rate raises about $7,791, ac­ 
cording to Carlin’s figures. The district 
had projected savings of $56,665 to 
$62.026 by closing La Mesa, and about 
$56.884 by closing Miguelito. 


However. Bloom and the school board 
have emphasized that the dollar saving is 
only a part of the reason for closing the 
two schools. 


One of the trustees on Tuesday 
revealed that hidden in some of the 
legislative acts of President Ford in the 
past few days was a threat to Public Law 
874 monies. The district was scheduled to 
receive about $1.8 million in those funds 
this year, but the exact amount remains 
uncertain. Carlin said he has been trying 
to get a clarification of the issues in­ 
volved in the funding. 


Statem ents by Gov. Brown on 
economies in education funding have 
also caused the trustees some concern.

Milk truck, 
Hancock 
bus collide 


A lot of people may be crying over 
spilled milk today, but everyone should 
be thankful that no one was injured in the 
crash of a huge milk truck and an Allan 
Hancock bus with eight persons aboard. 
The California Highway Patrol said 
the bus, driven by Robert McCutcheon, 
50, of Santa Maria swerved on wet pave­ 
ment on Highway 101, two miles south of 
Buellton, and shot across the center 
divider, coming to rest broadside in the 
opposing lanes of travel. 
The truck, with its load of milk and 
empty milk bottles, sweved off the right 
side of the highway, causing its two 
trailers to disconnect from the tractor. 
Both trailers overtuned in the roadway, 
one of the trailers slamming into the bus. 
Lawrence Stinchfield, 43, of Paso Ro­ 
bles, driver of the huge rig told officers 
he tried unsuccessfully to steer around 
the bus. 
The accident occurred at 3:15 p.m. 
yesterday, tying up the northbound lanes 
of travel for three hours before highway 
workers could clear the debris. 
Four killed 
when trains 
hit head-on 


ARCHBOLD. Ohio (UPI) - Two Penn 
Central freight trains, unaccountably 
switched onto the same track, collided 
headon with a tremendous explosion 
near this northwestern Ohio community 
early today. Four crewmen were killed. 
Two crewmen on each train were 
killed, said Howard Gilbert, director of 
Information Services for Penn Central. 
Another crewman on the westbound 
train leaped to safety and was taken to 
nearby Fulton County health center. 
Ohio Highway Sgt. Howard Peeps, a 
12-year veteran of the force, said, “When 
I arrived at the scene both the head 
engines were engulfed in flames and they 
were shooting approximately 45 to 50 
feet in the air. 
“I did observe parts of huuman bodies 
laying around the area, a couple of legs 
and a couple of arms.” 


Gilbert said he did not know how both 
trains got on the same track.

Official new population figures for the 
five cities in Santa Barbara County, 
resulting from a special census last fall, 
show that Lompoc and Guadelupe have 
lost population since the 1970 federal 
census. 
The figures were issued by the County 
Planning Department research analyst 
Clifford Pauley show that Lompoc’s new 
count is 24.237. down from 25,284 in the 
1970 census. 
Guadalupe’s population is 3.062, down 
from 3.145. 
Biggest gainer is Carpinteria which 
grew 33 per cent in the 5‘Vyear span 
from 6.982 to 9.325 Santa Barbara was 
up from 70,215 to 72.238 and Santa Maria 
up to 33.645 to 32,749.

Roy L. Montgomery stood looking 
down a ravine off,Campbell Road last 
week. A man from the county flood con­ 
trol office was next to him. 
“It’s a mess,” said the man. “It has 
gotten worse.” 
“Yeah, it has gotten worse,” con­ 
firmed Montgomery. 
“In something like this you could 
probably get everybody’s name around 
here." the man said. 
“Now the best thing is to bury it,” 
Montgomery said. 
“But where?” 
Montgomery, turning away, replied in 
a heavy voice, "God, I don’t know about 
this. There is so much of it.” 
Below was the garbage of an indeter­ 
minable number of Lompoc Valley area 
residents. A huge, sprawling pile of it — 
tires, tin cans, egg cartons, Christmas 
trees, rusted 50 gallon drums, a box spr­ 
ing. scrap lumber, a refrigerator and 
much more. 
Sheets of black plastic hung from a few 
small trees. 
People had just backed their vehicles 
up and merrily pitched trash down the 
ravine, which lies on someone else’s 
private property. They may or may not 
have realized that the dry crevice was a 
waterway that, as far as the county flood 
control people are concerned, must re­ 
main clear of debris. 
“ Three farm ers with ranches 
downstream came into the office mad­ 
der than hell and complaining about 
this.” the man from flood control told 
Montgomery. 
The problem of blocking a waterway 
with trash is that during a rain the water 
will back up until it suddenly bursts 
downstream in a wall and flood 
farmland’s with water and tin cans and 
possibly wash the topsoil away. 
Santa Barbara County employs two 
men to administer and enforce the gar- 
bate and refuge chapter of the county 
code Montgomery is responsible for the 
north county and Leon H. Smith covers 
south county. A main duty is to in­ 
vestigate illegal dumpings outside of city 
limits. 
Once an illegal dumping is discovered 
or reported they begin a careful job of 
searching it for names, addresses and 
phone numbers. The next step is to ap­ 
proach the rightful owner of the rubbish. 
This is a maneuver, Smith and 
Montgomery feel, that must be done 
very diplomatically. 
“We don’t condemn people. Our policy 


is to educate people on what the system 
is and how it works,” reported Smith. 
Their style, he continued, is to engage 
the person in a conversation. “Do you 
have garbage pickup service?” is a good 
first question. 
While Montgomery eventually will pull 
out a credit card or envolope with the 
trash ownee’s name on it, he will not ac­ 
cuse him of deliberatively violating 
county laws. The reason is that the 
person may be unaware that his trash 
has been illegally dumped. 
“ So often,” said Montgomery, 
“parents will give their kids money to go 
to the dump and they will dump it illegal­ 
ly and what they do with the money...” 
What Montgomery and Smith want is 
to get the rightful trash owner to pick up 
his trash and take it to an authorized 
dumping site. Most people are 
cooperative. 
“We try to work with them to solve the 
problem," explained Smith. “We don’t 
get anything by taking them to court. 
After paying a fine, it is all forgotten 
about.” 


“It seems people remember if they 
have to clean up the mess,” added 
Montgomery. 
On an average, Smith and Montgomery 
issue 25 to 30 violation notices a month. 


These stipulate that the receiving party 
has seven days to remove a dumping. If 
the situation is not corrected by the 
deadline, a complaint is filed through the 
district attorney’s office. 
About 10 complaints a year actually 
are filed, but seldom does one get to 
court. 
“When they get the letter from the dis­ 
trict attorney, they move,” said 
Montgomery. 
There are instances — and the dump­ 
ing near Campbell Road is one of them — 
when the volume of garbage is so gigan­ 
tic that it is impossible to wade through 
it all to collect names, etc. 'Hien the 
burden of removing it shifts to the 
property owner. 
Smith and Montgomery estimated that 
it will cost $5,000 to $10,000 to clean out 
the ravine because a crane, tractor and 
trucks will have to be used. 
Does this mean that the property 
owner will have to shell out $5,000 or so 
of his money to remove other people’s 
garbage? 
“The property owner is responsible for 
his own property,” answered Smith. 
He consoled, “We will have to work 
with him to solve the problem. Maybe he 
has a tractor or some other equipment.” 
Of course, the property owner will be 
approached diplomatically. 
Kissinger says intelligence 
debate hurts foreign policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger today urged 
Congress to end its “divisive debate” 
with President Ford over intelligence ac­ 
tivities because it is hurting the ad­ 
ministration’s foreign policy. 
The House intelligence committee, 
meanwhile, unanimously approved a 
recommendation for the establishment 
of a permanent House Select Committee 
on Intelligence. 
The panel would be comprised of 
between 9 and 13 members who would be 
selected by the House speaker after con­ 
sultation with the minoriy leader and 
have approximately the same ratio of 
Democrats and Republicans as the 
current House. 
The proposed committee’s jurisdiction 
would include “all legislative and over­ 
sight functions relating to all U.S. agen­ 
cies and departments engaged in foreign 
or domestic ingelligence.” 
Kissinger, in testimony before the 


Senate Government Operations Commit­ 
te e ,’ said the present relationship 
between Congress and Ford “has 
reached a point where the ability of the 
United States to conduct a coherent 
foreign policy is being eroded.” 
“This is certainly true in the in­ 
telligence field,” he added, calling for “a 
sounder relationship between the ex­ 
ecutive and the legislature.” 
Kissinger expressed “fervent hope 
that we can rapidly end the divisive 
debate over the intelligence community 
which has been so harmful over the past 
vear.” 
The House has refused to permit the 
committee to publish its report — 
already leaked to some news media — 
until it has been okayed by President 
Ford. 
The

com m itte e, 
meanwhile, was looking into a perma­ 
nent oversight committee.

Rumsfeld insists there's no 
fat in Defense Dept, budget 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
fense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld says there is no pad­ 
ding in the $112.7 billion defense 
budget — but there might be a 
memorandum saying there is. 
Rumsfeld told the House Ap­ 
propriations 
Committee 
Wednesday ‘ this is not a pad­ 
ded budget" after chairman 
Oeorge H. Mahon. D-Tex.. 
asked about published reports 
of a memorandum saying the 
fiscal 1977 figure included an 
extra $3 billion to ease the im­ 
pact of anticipated Congres­ 
sional cuts. 
"I am told there is a 
memorandum of this nature 
that circulated among the mid­ 
dle echelons in the (White 
House budget office)," Rums­ 
feld said. "I have not seen it. 
Certainly it is not a Depart­ 
ment of Defense memoran­ 
dum." 
He said the director of the 


White House Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget "has repu­ 
diated it." 
But Mahon, who insists the 
military budget could be cut $7 
billion "like it was last year and 
the world didn't come to an 
end." asked if it were true 
some officials are unhappy that 
President Ford is seeking $112.7 
billion instead of the $110 billion 
recommended by OMB. 
"You people have contributed 
somewhat to this matter by be­ 
ing unable to keep the OMB 
target of $110 billion. Now it is 
$112.7 billion. If that was added 
on at the last minute, that 
would look like a pad to me," 
Mahon said. 
"That was not added on at the 
last minute so far as the 
Department of Defense is con­ 
cerned,” Rumsfeld replied "It 
is less of a reduction than 
before from the defense point of 


view," Rumsfeld said in refer­ 
ence to some $120 billion he said 
the military services originally 
requested for fiscal 1977. 
"I know of no padding in this 
budget,” he repeated 
Rumsfeld testified that the 
United States would not even be 
able to maintain a "rough 
equivalent" to the Soviet 
Union's military strength if re­ 
cent strength reductions are not 
halted. 
"U nm istakable 
trends, 
reductions on our part and 
Soviet m ilitary expansion, 
have resulted in a shift in the 
power balance over the past 15 
years," Rumsfeld said. 
"We have moved from a posi­ 
tion of clear superiority to one 
of rough equivalence. Unless 
we check those trends we will 
not 
even 
have 
rough 
equivalence. It is my deep per­ 
sonal conviction that these 
trends must be checked." 
War alert ordered over clash 


DJIBOUTI, Afars and the Is- 
sas (UPI) - French authori­ 
ties today ordered all 5,000 
provincial troops on war-time 
alert because of a border clash 
with Somalia over the dramatic 
rescue of 30 school children 
from nationalist gunmen. 


Eight persons died in the 
shootout Wednesday, including 
six guerrillas, one girl hostage 
and a Somalian soldier. 


The Somalian national news 
agency SONNA, referring to 
the border clash, charged that 
French troops attacked a 
Somalian frontier town with 
tanks, artillery and automatic 
weapons, killing an unspecified 
number of Somalian policemen 


and civilians. 
General alert was sounded in 
all French army, naval and air 
force bases in the territory 
after exchanging accusations 
with Somalia on whose troops 
were responsible for the shoo­ 
tout. 
More than 5,000 French 
foreign legionnaires, field artil­ 
lery troops, marines and gen­ 
darmes went on alert around 
Djibouti and at the frontier with 
Somalia, 7.5 miles away. 


Several hundred reinfor­ 
cements, mostly elite para­ 
troops, also were en route to the 
tiny East African territory to­ 
day from Paris. 
(In Paris, the government 


recalled its envoy from Moga­ 
dishu, Somalia and called for an 
urgent U N. Security Council 
session to discuss the crisis.) 
At the frontier post of Loyala, 
where the shootout between the 
troops took place, French AMX 
tanks faced T-34 Soviet-built 
tanks of a Somalian armored 
corps. 
Nearby, abandoned at the 
roadside was the battered bus, 
riddled with bullets from the 
shootout. 
The bus was seized Tuesday 
by four masked gunmen, who 
threatened to cut the throats of 
the children unless France im­ 
mediately granted independ­ 
ence to the territory and freed 
all political prisoners. 


At least 
1,200 die 
in quake 


GUATEMALA 
CITY, 
Guatemala (UPI) — An earth­ 
quake that turned adobe homes 
to dust as it rumbled through 
Guatemala City and the sur­ 
rounding countryside has left 
more than 1,200 dead and 2,000 
injured, a Red Cross official 
said today 
Centuries-old cathedrals col­ 
lapsed, hotels split open and 
fires broke out across the 
capital after the 30-second 
‘quake rocked this Central 
American nation shortly before 
dawn Wednesday. 
Smaller waves of the ‘quake 
hit neighboring Honduras, El 
Salvador, Belize and southern 
Mexico but damage in those 
places was reported light. 
Jose Alvarado, Red Cross 
g e n e ra l 
d i r e c t o r 
for 
Guatemala, said, "The es­ 
timated total of dead in the 
country is about 1,200 and about 
2,000 to 2,300 injured. The dead 
include 400-450 in the city." 
President Kjell Laugerud 
Garcia went on national radio 
Wednesday night to report at 
least 800 dead and 3,000 injured. 
He said the toll was expected to 
rise. 
No Americans were reported 
injured. 
Many of the victims were 
poor families living in rundown 
adobe huts in the slum areas 
that ring the capital and in out­ 
lying rural areas. 
Luis Miranda, a volunteer 
fireman, said, " It is very 
serious in the towns just outside 
the capital. I recovered hun­ 
dreds of bodies covered with 
debris. 
t 
"We’re never going to know 
the number of dead. Many peo­ 
ple fell into gorges with their 
houses — we’ll never be able to 
disinter them.” 
Many homeless survivors 
camped out in the streets, 
parks and fields overnight and 
patiently lined up at the few 
groceries and bakeries still 
open to stock up on food. 
Soldiers with rifles patrolled 
the downtown area to prevent 
looting. 
The three major hospitals in 
this city of one million were 
filled to overflowing and five 
emergency centers were 
opened to treat the injured. 
The government declared a 
state of "public calamity” and 
appealed for food and medicine. 
"We must do everything for 
those who lost everything,” 
President Garcia said. 
Columbia sent three tons of 
plasma and medicine, Mexico 
prepared to airlift food and 
medical supplies and Chile and 
Panama also promised aid. An 
American relief team arrived 
from the Panama Canal Zone. 
By nightfall, most telephone 
and electric service was res­ 
tored. 
Firemen, who earlier had 
been left without water to fight 
the ‘quake-related blazes, re­ 
ported the situation under con­ 
trol by Wednesday night. 
Ironically, Guatemala City 
had just c e le b ra te d its 
bicentennial. Hie old capital of 
Antigua was destroyed by an 
earthquake in 1773 and the 
current capital dates from Jan. 
6, 1776. 


Coleman defends 
Concorde ruling 


CALIFORNIA’S water shortage is far from over 
despite the drought-breaking storm that swept 
into the state from the north yesterday. Here, 
Pacific Gas and Electric hydrographer Frank 
Lynch and Nevada Irrigation District utility 
man Dick Eckenburg measure water content of 
the snow at Lake Fordyce on the South Yuba 
watershed and find only 7.4 inches of water in 
the two-foot snow depth, compared with a nor­ 
mal snowpack of 130 inches and 22 inches of 
water The new storm is not expected to in­ 
crease the total by enough to end the danger of a 
spring and summer shortage of water. 


Pro-Western Angolans say 
Marxist thrust is halted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Earth's ozone layer thrived 
despite years of moonshots and 
hydrogen bombs, Transporta­ 
tion S ecretary William 
Coleman said today, and six 
daily Concorde flights to 
Washington and New York will 
not harm it. 
"With respect to the noise, 
that may be a problem. We 
need testing under operational 
conditions” he said in defense 
of his decision Wednesday to 
allow the controversial British- 
French supersonic jet to land in 
New York and Washington on a 
16-month trial basis. 
Opponents of the needle­ 
nosed jet, which travels at 
twice the speed of sound, irfi- 
mediately raised a storm of 
protest over the flights — two 
daily to Washington’s Dulles 
International Airport and four 
to New York’s John F. Kennedy 
Airport 
Although court suits have 
already been filed against the 
flights, they could begin this 
spring. A federal judge here 
postponed until Feb. 20 a hear­ 
ing on a suit by officials of two 
suburban Virginia counties to 
halt the Dulles flights. 
Environmentalists say the 
Concorde is extremely noisy 
and that its emissions could 
break down the ozone layer high 
above Earth — that layer 
protecting humans from solar 
rays which cause skin cancer. 
"I felt with respect to the 
ozone problem that everyone 
said that when you talk about 
this number of SSTs, it would 
have no effect on the ozone,” 
Coleman said. "I was affected 
by the fact that the prediction 
was made that by shooting the 
moon shots that we had — by 
the exploding of the hydrogen 
bomb in the atmosphere — over 
a 10-year period would have 
depleted the ozone zone,” he 
said. 
"It turned out that the ozone 
layer was increased.” 
He was interviewed on NBC's 
Today program. 
Coleman said that although 
the noise may be a problem, he 


felt the plane should be tested 
under operational conditions 
and noted that his decision 
could be withdrawn "forthwith, 
which to me means ... within an 
hour ” 
"I think that the public ought 
to note that within three 
minutes after the announce­ 
ment that people were taking 
positions despite the fact they 
had never read what was writ­ 
ten” in his decision, Coleman 
said. 
"All of the statments I have 
read say that the Concorde is 
more silent on landing than the 
(Boeing) 707 And more noisy 
on takeoff (than the 707). The 
707 now constitutes 18 per cent 
of the commercial fleet. It 
seems to me that those who 
criticize ought to first read the 
decision

LUSAKA, Zambia (UPI) - 
Pro-Western forces say they 
have stopped a major drive by 
Soviet-backed rivals, bogged 
down some 250 miles from their 
own supply base in an offensive- 
turned-stalem ate 
on the 
southern front. 
Spokesmen for the pro- 
Western coalition said Wednes­ 
day in Lusaka the allies mined 
roads, blew up bridges and 
launched behind-the-lines guer­ 
rilla attacks to disrupt and 
finally stall the Soviet-backed 
Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola. 
The Popular Movement, 
aided by some 12,000 Cuban 
troops and backed by some 250 
Soviet tanks, several weeks ago 
launched an offensive south­ 
ward toward the pro-Western 
capital at Huambo in a bid for 
quick victory in Angola’s civil 
war. 
By the end of January a string 
of Popular Movement victories 
sent pro-Western forces reeling. 
South Africans aiding the pro- 
Western National Union for the 
Total Indpendence of Angola 


and the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola pulled out 
of the fighting late last month. 


The Popular Movement 
threatened Huambo and other 
pro-Western strongpoints, in­ 
cluding the military headquar­ 
ters at Silva Porto and two port 
cities. Lobito and Benguela. 


Pro-Western spokesmen said 
victory in the Popular Move­ 
ment’s offensive had been plan­ 
ned to coincide with the 15th an­ 
niversary of the first Popular 
Movement battle against the 
Portuguese on Feb. 4, 1961.

Cooking talents

Gleaned from the YMCA 1976 edition of favorite recipes provided by "best 
cooks” who live in Northern Santa Barbara County, are the following submit­ 
ted by Lompoc women. Published last month, the book sells for $7.95 plus tax, 
or $8.43. They may be ordered through the local YMCA, 222 North I Street, 
phone 6-9622. 
From Elizabeth Hash, 148 Aeries, Vandenberg Village comes the recipe 
below. 
Italian Beef and Noodles 
8 oz. pkg. green noodles 
1/4 cup butter or margarine 
1/4 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
2 tbs. olive or salad oil 
1 cup chopped onion 
2 cloves garlic, crushed 
lMi lbs. ground beef 
1/2 cup water 
2 tbs. dry sherry 
1 tbs. Worcestershire sauce 
2 beef bouillon cubes or 
2 envelopes instant beef bouillon 
1 tsp. pepper 
2 cups grated Gouda, Mozzarella or processed American cheese 
1/4 cup pine nuts or slivered almonds 
1/4 cup chopped pimiento 
Cook green noodles according to package instructions. Drain well and place 
in bowl. Add butter or margarine and grated Parmesan cheese and toss until 
evenly coated. Place in shallow baking dish or 10 inch pie plate, making it 
higher around the edge. Cover with plastic wrap. Set aside. 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. In large skillet saute chopped onion and crushed 
garlic 5 minutes in olive oil, or until onion is golden. Add the ground beef and 
cook until browned, breaking it up with a fork. Reduce heat and add water, dry 
sherry, Worcestershire sauce, beef bouillon cubes, salt and pepper. Stir until 
bouillon cubes are dissolved, then simmer 5 minutes. 
Stir in 1 Mi cups of the grated cheese, the pine nuts and chopped pimiento, un­ 
til cheese is melted. Pour into noodle-lined baking dish. Sprinkle with remain­ 
ing 1/2 cup cheese. Cover loosely with foil. Bake at ¿0 degrees for 20-25 
minutes or until heated through and cheese is melted. Serves six. 
The recipe of Joyce C. (Mrs. J.C.) Meshew, 408 Milky Way, Vandenberg 
Village, is another casserole dish with a pasta base. 
Macaroni with Tomatoes and Cheese 
8 oz. macroni, broken 
1 medium onion, chopped 
2 tbs. butter or margarine 
1 medium green pepper cut in pieces 
19 oz. can tomatoes 
6 oz. can tomato paste 
1 tsp. salt 
1/4 tsp. pepper, freshly ground 
3/4 lb. sharp Cheddar or processed American cheese 
Cook macaroni in boiling salted water until tender; drain and put in shallow 
two quart casserole. Fry onion in butter until lightly brown, add 1/2 cup water 
and remaining ingredients except cheese. Bring to boil. Pour over macaroni. 
Cut nine thin slices of cheese, set aside. Shred remaining cheese and add to 
macaroni, stirring lightly. 
Bake in moderate oven 325 degrees for one hour. Stir once during baking. Top 


with sliced cheese and bake 5 minutes longer, or until cheese melts. Makes four 
to six servings. 
The recipe of Arneta (Mrs. Lloyd) Crossman, 3495 Via Arnez is the following. 
Eggplant Patrice 
1 small eggplant 
4 medium tomatoes, sliced 
2 medium green peppers, chopped 
2 medium onions, chopped 
salt, pepper, garlic salt, sugar, monosodium glutamate (to taste) 
1 lb. sharp Cheddar cheese, sliced 1/8 inch thick 
Slice unpeeled eggplant about 1/4 inch thick. Parboil until partially tender. 
Place layer of eggplant slices in large casserole. Add a layer of sliced 
tomatoes. Fill spaces with a mixture of chopped green peppers and onions. 
Sprinkle lightly with each of the seasonings and add a layer of cheese. Repeat 
until casserole is filled, making top layer of cheese. Cover and bake at 400 
degrees until steaming (about 1/2 hour). Remove cover; reduce heat to 350 
degrees and cook until eggplant is tender and sauce is thick and golden (about 
1/2 hour). Makes six servings. 
(Opera star Patrice Munsel gave out this recipe 18 years ago and it has 
become one of the favorites for the Crossman family.) 
Choosing now from the cookbook’s dessert section we find a favorite recipe 
of Beverly (Mrs. James) Preece, 529 N. Poppy St. 


Delicious Chocolate Bundt Cake 
1 pkg. devil’s food or chocolate fudge cake mix 
4Vi oz. pkg. instant dark fudge chocolate pudding mix 
1 cup sour cream 
1/2 cup salad oil 
1/2 cup water 
4 eggs 
•12 oz. pkg. chocolate chips 
confectioners sugar 
Combine cake mix, pudding mix, sour cream, oil, water and eggs. Beat for 5 
minutes with electric beater. Fold in chocolate chips. Pour into greased bundt 
pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 50 minutes. Cool for several minutes, then invert 
on plate. Dust with confectioners sugar. 
The recipe of Mrs. Joe Carlin, 431 South E Street, is the following. 


Applesauce Cake 
1/2 cup shortening 
1M* cup brown sugar 
1 egg 
1 cup thick applesauce 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
1/2 tsp. doves 
1% cup flour 
1 tsp. soda 
1 cup raisins 
1/2 cup chopped walnuts 
Cream shortening, sugar and egg together. Dissolve soda in applesauce and 
add. Sift salt, cinnamon and cloves with flour. Add dry ingredients and mix 
well. Add raisins and chopped nuts. Pour into greased cake pan and bake in 
moderate oven (350 degrees) for 50-60 minutes.

Adhering to modified rules of 
deb ate, the speakers w ere 
Wyne Porter, who lives next to 
the school on Edison Street and 
who is against its operation and 
Ron M ayuiers, the school’s 
head 
E ach w as given 15 
minutes to present their views 
A question period followed their 
presentations. 
Porter purchased four acres 
adjacent to the school four 
years ago. The school is located 
on Baseline Avenue between 
Highway 154 and Edison. He 
moved to the property a year 
and a half ago 
At the outset. Porter called 
for the revocation of con­ 
ditional use perm it under which 
the school operates. 
He said the p erm it w as 
originally g ran ted D erville 
Academy, a private boys and 
girls school. The academ y 
o p e ra te d fro m 
1969. u n til 
February of 1973 when it went 
defunct 
P orter claim ed the ranch 
school was "not living up to the 
term s of the perm it ... it is not 
the Derville Academy we are 
talking about." He expressed 
the view that people in the 
valley were "upset" with the 
school and its population which 
comprises either wards of the 
court or dependent children 
It was his view that many of 
the school children used foul 
language and were involved in 
fights on the cam pus and also 
intimated they had taken part 
in other delinquent actions in 
the area. 
He characterized the school 
as one fostering a "problem 
which has been festering for a 
long tim e." and added "Valley 
people are deeply concerned " 
The valley community, he 
continued, “ cannot absorb a

Porter prefaced his rem arks,

healthy' label from report 


The infant and m aternal 
death count of 1974 shows that 
Santa Barbara County is a 
• healthy com m unity." ac­ 
cording to the county health 
department. 
There were 34 infant deaths 
and one maternal deaUi in that 
year 
Both figures, said a 
county spokeswoman, are con­ 
sidered “exceptionally low" for 
the county’s population. 
“We use infant and maternal 
death rates as a sign of a 
healthy community." she ex­ 
plained “This shows we are do­ 
ing a lot of preventative work.” 
However, the fetal death rate 
of 39 for Santa Barbara County 
is higher than the state average 
by 4 deaths 


“ We don’t know w hy." 
replied the spokeswoman. 


In a recently released report 
by the county for 1974, the "sud­ 
den infant death syndrome" 
was the biggest cause of infant 
deaths There were ten such 
deaths 
Fewer deaths were 
caused by infection, congenital 
defects, prematurity, cardio­ 
re s p ira to ry fa ilu re and 


respiratory distress. 
Causes of fetal deaths in- 
clu(jted umbilical cord abnor­ 
malities. premature rupture of 
m em branes and m atern al 
diabetes. 
In Lompoc, there were four 
infant deaths and seven fetal 
deaths in 1974. 
The total number of deaths in 
the county was 2,035. Heart dis­ 
ease, cancer and vascular le­ 
sions were the three main 
causes of death. 
The breakdown was heart dis­ 
ease. 833; cancer. 385: vascular 
lesions, 385: accidents, 134; 
suicides, 41; homicides, 12; 
pneumonia. 82; genito-urinary, 
56; cirrhosis of liver. 31 and 
diabetes, 24. 
The report also included the 
leading cases of "reportable" 
illnesses during 1974. They in­ 
cluded strep throat with 1,006 
cases, gonorrhea with 911 cases 
and syphilis with 103 as the 
three largest causes of illnes­ 
ses. 
The spokeswoman said that 
all physicians in the county are 
required to report reportable il­ 
lness, but this does not mean

bill designed to end the 
stalemate over financing the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board by amending the state 
farm labor law has been in­ 
troduced with the support of 
rural Assembly Democrats 
In an attempt to reduce 
grower opposition to the board. 
Assemblyman Floyd Mori. D- 
Pleasanton. Wednesday submit­ 
ted the measure which makes 
four key changes in the law. 
The board will close down its 
operations Friday because a 
IS I million emergency appro­ 
priation sought by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown J r. was 
defeated by rural Democrats 
and Republicans, who demand 
changes in the law in exchange 
for their support of the ap­ 
propriation. 


“Hopefully.” Mori said, “this 
bill will be à mechanism to get 
us off dead center." 
The lawmaker, who repre­ 
sents a district with many 
nurseries and some small 
wineries, said his middle-of- 
the-road bill is supported by a 
majority of rural Democrats 
Mori said the bill likely would 
be heard by the Assembly 
Labor Relations Committee 
Feb. 17 along with a rival bill by 
Assemblyman Robert Nimmo. 
R-Atascadero Nimmo's bill is 
strongly supported by growers 
and demands more extensive 
changes in the law than the 
Mori measure.

The commission held hear­ 
ings on the question of bi­ 
lingual service in Los Angeles 
Feb. 2 and is scheduled to hold a 
hearing here Friday. Purpose 
for the hearing is to provide the 
state Legislature with a report 
on whether legislation is 
needed. 
The two men also accused 
James D. Tante, the PUC hear­ 
ing officer, of being biased. 
"How can we expect to get a 
fair and impartial investigation 
when the hearing officer 
himself is very opinionated and 
the rulings themselves deny our 
people their day in court?” 
Gonzales asked. 
Der added, “Getting non- 
English speaking persons to 
testify will be more difficult. 
We were counting on the 
cooperation of the PUC, but un­ 
fortunately they don't appear to 
have the public interest in 
mind. 


Two nuclear 
tests barely 
felt in Vegas 


YUCCA FLAT, Nevada 
(UPI) — Two medium-sized 
nuclear warheads exploded 
within 20 minutes of each other 
beneath the desert Wednesday, 
sending out shock waves barely 
discernible in Las Vegas, 120 
miles to the south. 
It was the first double nuclear 
test since June, 1975. 
A spokesman for the Energy 
Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration said the blasts 
were weapons tests, but were 
not otherwise related. 
The power of the devices was 
in the range of 20 to 200 
kilotons, a federal spokesman 
said. The bombs dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki were 
20-kiloton explosives. 
They were the second and 
third announced U.S. nuclear 
tests this year, and brought to 
285 the number of acknowl­ 
edged U.S. underground tests 
since the agreement with Rus­ 
sia 10 years ago banning tests in 
the atmosphere.

Lower courts ruled in favor of 
the state but last November the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals reversed an earlier deci­ 
sion and ruled the state could 
not intervene if the food was 
packed under federal supervi­ 
sion. 


The department said the ap­ 
peals court made a similar rul­ 
ing on a New York case involv­ 
ing General Mills It said the 
New Yort case used many of 
the same arguments presented 
in California 


Food and Agriculture Direc­ 
tor L.T. Wallace said the key is­ 
sue is whether the states can 
enforce their weights and 
measures laws requiring label 
accuracy or are preempted by 
federal laws “that for the first 
time in our history will require 
the states to allow shortages of 
all food, drug, cosmetic and 
other consumer items." 


Wallace said the federal laws 
allow shortages called “reason­ 
able variations" from the 
stated weight or measure but 
contain no definition of how 
much is "reasonable.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
California's long winter 
drought has vanished under the 
onslaught of rain, snow and 
hail. 
The sudden change in the dry 
weather pattern came Wednes­ 
day as two low-pressure ridges, 
preceding a cold storm from 
the Arctic, forced their way 
over Northern California, ac­ 
cording to the National 
Weather Service 
There has been virtually no 
rain in the state during the 
current winter rainy season, 
terrifying farmers, cattlemen 
and ski resort operators 
Temperatures up to 80 degrees 
last week signaled an early spr­ 
ing. 
Only 3.58 inches of rain were 
reported in San Francisco from 
July through January, com­ 
pared to 12.58 inches the 
previous year. 
The rainy season came with a 
flash to San Francisco when 
lightning struck a tower on Mt. 
San Bruno, knocking out power 
to some neighborhoods for 
about 10 minutes. Rain pelted 
the city for the next two hours 
and hailstones swept city 
streets. 
The weather service said 
heavy snow fell in all the moun­ 
tains of the state above a thou­ 
sand feet in the north and 3,500 
feet in the south. 
Some 18 inches of snow had 
fallen on the Squaw Valley 
Olympic site and on the Tahoe 
area floor by noon, ending one 
of the high Sierra’s least snowy 
winters. 
In Southern California, 
Oceanside recorded a half inch 
of rain. Visibilities were re­ 
duced in deserts to the east by 
blowing sand and dust. 
Temperature readings drop­ 
ped over most of the state, with 
the Sierras in the 20s and other 
stations in the 50s.

Kidnaped girl, 5, 
recovered in county 


LONG BEACH (UPI) - 
Kerry Ann Toney, the 5-year- 
old girl taken from her home 
Sunday and found three days 
later walking barefoot in the 
rain on a street in Santa Bar­ 
bara, was reunited with her 
divorced parents Wednesday 
evening. 
“I’m a star,” the little girl, 
wearing blue jeans and a foot­ 
ball jersey, told her mother, 
Cheryl Jump, 25, who was 
driven by police to the city 115 
miles up the California coast to 
meet her daughter and bring 
her home. 
They arrived in Long Beach 
shortly before midnight for a 
reunion with other members of 
the family, including Kerry’s 
father. 
Vernon Toney, 25, of nearby 
Huntington Beach, ran up to the 
car and held his blue-eyed 
blonde daughter in his arms, 
hugging her, as the mother told 
him, “You’re the first one she 
asked for.” 
The child’s alleged abductor, 
an unidentified 15-year-old girl, 
was arrested in Santa Barbara 
and returned to Long Beach for 
booking as a juvenile. 
Police re le a s e d little 
information on the suspect, but 


said the original name used to 
identify her, Maria Sanchez, 
was incorrect. 
Kerry seemed to be in good 
spirits, and a doctor’s examina­ 
tion indicated she was not in­ 
jured during her three days as a 
kidnap victim. 
Police said widespread 
citizen cooperation led to the 
child's early recovery. 
A search of her neighborhood 
Sunday led nowhere, officers 
said, but an anonymous tip 
Monday led them to an apart­ 
ment where they found the 
clothes she was wearing when 
she disappeared. 
Photographs of the missing 
girl and her suspected kidnaper 
were circulated in the area, and 
a man reported he had picked 
them up as hitchhikers Monday 
in Torrance and driven them to 
a bus station in Santa Monica. 
He said he gave the older girl, 
who identified herself to him as 
Susan Marie Sanchez, money 
for two tickets to Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
The pair reached Santa Bar­ 
bara at 10 p.m., and reportedly 
stayed with friends and 
relatives of the suspect Monday 
and Tuesday nights.

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Baseball war is just beginning 


By MILTON RICHMAN 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Now it’s the owners’ 
turn. The ballplayers had their Innings and did 
all right, running up a bigger score than they 
ever did before and now they have to take the 
field, the only trouble being what happens if they 
trot out there, look around and discover there’s 
no more field, no more fans, no more baseball? 
Nothing is impossible. 
Nowhere is it ordained that there HAS to be 
professional baseball. Nowhere is it decreed or 
written indelibly in some book that people can’t 
get along without It. You’d be surprised what 
people can learn to do without, and have done 
without, in this world. They’ve done without far 
more real essentials than professional baseball, 
even given the fact there is no other game quite 
like it anywhere. 
Major league players never have been in a bet­ 
ter position than they are r i^ t now. District 
Court Judge John W. Oliver fixed them up fine 
Wednesday with his decision in Kansas City, 
supporting arbitrator Peter Seitz’ ruling as to 
the invalidity of the reserve clause in the case of 
pitchers Andy Messersmith and Dave McNally. 
From strictly a legal point of view. Oliver ac­ 
tually had no other course open. 
For the players, the sky is the limit now. 
They can ask for anything their little hearts 
desire, using as an obvious lever the possibility 


they will take their services to the highest bid­ 
der at the e» ’ of the season. 
While the players never have been in a better 
position, baseball never has been in a sorrier 
one. 
The owners unquestionably will appeal 
Oliver’s decision, but in the meantime they do 
not intend to open spring training until they sign 
a new basic agreement with the players. The 
last one ran out Dec. 31. and the reason the 
owners won’t open spring training until a new 
agreement is reached is because they don’t want 
a repetition of what happened four years ago. 
The owners feel they were had. They feel the 
players enjoyed spring training on them, receiv­ 
ing their weekly $250 “Murphy Money’’ for liv­ 
ing expenses during the spring and then going 
out on strike only a few days before the season 
was due to open. 
Spring training is only one of the owners’ 
weapons They have a bigger one in their annual 
contribution to the players’ pension fund. 
They’ve been contributing $6.5 million a year 
toward the players’ pensions and Marvin Miller, 
head of the Players’ Association, is trying to 
have that figure raised to $8 5 million 
The owners say there is no agreement between 
them and the players now, so why should they 
contribute anything at all to the nlaver^’ pen­ 


sions’’ NFL owners took the same approach with 
their players and halted their contributions 
The baseball owners have other options as 
well 
Without any reserve clause, they feel, why 
should the maximum salary cut a player may 
take remain at only 20 per cent for one year and 
30 per cent over two consecutive years’ Now 
that the players will be free to sign with any 
team for as much as they want, the owners feel 
why shouldn't they be free to cut a player’s 
salary as much as they wish’’ 
Then there’s the player limit, now at 25. The 
owners would like to cut it to 23. 
It’s clear some kind of “accommodation" will 
have to be made if professional baseball as we 
know it now, is to survive. 
Two weeks ago I predicted Messersmith and 
McNally both would make it two in a row. and 
they did Wednesday. I also said Marvin Miller 
would come up with some ‘‘compromise’’ 
regarding the reserve clause, merely so he could 
have some future wood to cut and justify his 
salary from the players, and I still feel that way. 
Now Frank Lane, in the game more than 40 
years, comes up with a prediction of his own 
“Unless Marvin Miller is deposed by the 
players, they soon won’t need any represen­ 
tative because there won’t be any major league 


baseball." 
“Miller s platform is ‘rule-or-ruin.’’’ Lane 
goes on 
“He’s the coldest-blooded, shortest- 
sighted union organizer ever to come on the 
horizon and all he's doing is taking advantage of 
the stupidity of those players aligned with him. 
All we need now is a delay in the opening of spr­ 
ing training — not even a strike — and the 
ba.seball diamonds can be used to plant potatoes. 
The public is sick and tired of his whole thing." 


There are unmistakable signs it is. The way I 
see it. Marvin Miller isn’t that much to blame. 
He simply is a lot smarter than baseball 
management, that’s all. He’s only doing what 
the players are paying him to do, represent 
them, and why condemn a man for doing a good 
job? 
The owners and players are the ones I blame 
chiefly 
Both have been greedy and short- 
sight^. each no less than Oie other. The game of 
baseball does not belong to the owners, the 
players or to Marvin Miller. If it belongs to 
anybody, it belongs to the kids who play it for fun 
and to those who watch it for the same reason. 
Baseball is such a good game, it has even sur­ 
vived the abysmal stupidity of those who have 
tried to “run" it. Now right there that has to tell 
you something about the very fiber and 
character of this delightful sport.

As a high school student in San Jose, Tony Romero says he 
"kind of hung around with the rowdier crowd. 1 was cutting 
school a lot and getting into a lot of trouble.”

Klammer starts доИ rush 


INNSBRUCK (UPI) - Austrian 
favorite Franz Klammer won the first 
gold medal in Alpine skiing of the 1976 
Olympics today by a margin of three- 
tenths of a second over 1972 gold 
medalist Bernhard Riissi of Switzerland. 
The Austrian downhill ace skimmed 
down hard packed, icy Patscherkofel in 
1:45.73 minutes. Russi took the silver 
medal in 1:46.06. Herbert Plank of Italy 
took third in 1:46.59. 
Klammer, 22. winner of seven of the 
eight World Cup downhills last year, had 
only the third fastest intermediate time 
but he made up for it on the lower part of 
the run. taking the difficult sharp curve 
leading into the final bend at top speed. 
H i^ winds at the top of the 3.020- 
meter (9,910-foot) track gave some of 
the skiers trouble. They finished the race 
in brilliant sun. protected from the wind. 
Klammer was third on the top half of 
the course but he then took every risk go­ 
ing and the Austrians in the crowd, 
watching the scoreboard, let out a vic­ 
tory roar when he was about 100 meters 
from the finish line. 
Klammer began frmn the 15th starting 
position—the field is seeded in groups of 
15—while Russi was the third man down 
the Patsdiertiofel hill. 
The opening gold medal of the Games 
went to Russia’s Sergei Saveliev, who 


won the men’s 30-kilometer cross-coun­ 
try event at Seefeld. Bill Koch of 
Guilford. Vt.. gave the United States its 
first Olympic medal in Nordic skiing by 
taking the silver medal 28 seconds 
behind, while another Russian. Ivan 
Garinin, took the bronze. 
There was a similar result in the 
women’s 1.500-meter speed skating 
where Galina Stepanskaya gave the 
Soviet Union its second gold with an 
Olympic record of 2 minutes, 16.58 se­ 
conds. Sheila Young of Detroit took the 
silver in 2:17.06 and Tatiana Averina, the 
world record holder and pre-race 
favorite, had to settle for the bronze in 
2:17.96 
Leah Poulos of Northbrook, III., got off 
to a scintillating start in her pair with a 
time of 28 seconds flat for 300 meters, 
three-tenths of a second faster than 
Young over that distance, but she even­ 
tually fell back to finish sixth in the field 
of 26 with a time of 2 19.1. 
The third American girl. Cindy 
Seikkula. a 17-year-old high school senior 
from New Hope, Minn., skated in the 
pair with Averina in a time of 2:24.1.

"I think you know if you regard 
yourself as the favorite," he said. “I 
think in a lot of cases it depends on what 
kind of pressure the athlete puts on 
himself. 
‘‘They either make them selves 
favored or don’t make themselves 
favored The press either makes th«n 
favored or they can do it in their own 
mind. 
"I think this makes the true athlete if 
he can accept that he’s either favored or 
not favored and perform up to his 
capabilities physically and from within 
his mind itself. Then he’s a better athlete 
for it” 
Of his 1.500-800 Olympic plans. Walker 
explained; 
“I find considering that we’ll be com­ 
ing out of our winter season that we’ll 
need all the races we can get. I find the 
more races I have, the better I run. I ran 
17 races in Europe last year."

Lance swaps 
football for 
a typewriter 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - If 
Lance Rentzel misses being a 
professional football player, it 
doesn't show. 
Maybe that’s because he’s 
now a professional writer. 
Cut by the Los Angeles Rams 
during the NFL exhibition 
season late in August, Rentzel 
immediately sat down to finish 
a book he started while he was 
under suspension by NFL com­ 
missioner Pete Rozelle in 1973. 
He has almost finished it. 
“Football played a great and 
positive influence on my life.” 
he said. “ But when it’s time to 
quit, it’s time to quit Then you 
go on to other things. 
“I read a story about Jim 
O’Brien during the Super Bowl 
week. He kicked the winning 
field goal in the Super Bowl five 
y e a r s a g o and he sa id 
something to the effect that 
what else was there left for 
him. 
“That’s really a shame for a 
young guy to feel that way. 
Football was important to me 
but I never put it out of propor­ 
tion. There are other things in 
life that are far more impor­ 
tant.” 
R entzel. 32, played nine 
seasons in the NFL, the first 
two at Minnesota, the next four 
in Dallas, the final three in Los 
Angeles. He caught 268 career 
passes for 4,826 yards and 38 
touchdowns. 
But when the Rams got Ron 
Jessie from Detroit before this 
past season, the handwriting 
was on the wall. 
When Los Angeles put him on 
waivers, he talked to five other 
clubs but didn’t find a deal that 
suited him. 
“I was perfectly content to go 
back and finish my book,” 
Rentzel said. “I didn’t take that 
much physical abuse in football 
but I was mentally tired. It was 
tim e for me to go on to 
something else. 
“It wasn’t difficult for me at 
all. I never viewed myself as 
just an athlete and I never 
thought my life would be over 
when I left the game. 
“What you have to under­ 
stand is that it can all end at 
any time. When it happens, it’s 
a rude awakening for many 
athletes because they can’t 
adjust. One minute you’re on a 
pedestal and the next minute 
someone yanks the pedestal 
right out from under you.” 
He didn’t get out to see the 
Rams in person this season. 
“I followed them,” he said, 
“but I didn’t go to the Coliseum 
at all. I was able to follow them 
on television and through Fred 
Dryer and some of the other 
players. Fred and I are still 
very close.” 
Rentzel’s new book is a novel 
about football and is scheduled 
to be published in the fall. His 
autobiography, “When All the 
Laughter Died in Sorrow,” 
chronicled his controversial 
past. 
The former University of 
Oklahoma 
All-America com­ 
pared his book to Pete Gent’s 
“North Dallas Forty.” 
“My book isn’t as negative as 
Pete’s,” he said. “ And that’s 
not to criticize Pete. I really 
enjoyed ‘North Dallas Forty.’ It 
was very, very perceptive. It 
just didn’t em phasize the- 
positive things like mine does.”

Q. How many of Red Auerbach’s players became basketball 
coaches? — Richard Jardin, Okaland, Calif. 
A. Currently in the NBA, the Auerbach proteges holding down 
head jobs are Bill Russell at Seattle, Bill Sharman in Los Angeles. 
K C Jones at Washington, and, of course, Tom Heinsohn with the 
Boston Celtics themselves. Sam Jones and Larry Siegfried are as­ 
sistant coaches in the NBA Jim Loscutoff is in the college ranks at 
Boston State. That’s a fair roster, to start with. 


Q. Is it possible to wear contact lenses and play football? What 
are the precautions you must take? I play in the defensive 
backfield and they would help me immensely in picking out the 
ball. — Ron Moore, Concord, Calif. 
A There are many men playing professional and college football 
who wear contact lenses. It’s not a rarity. On the San Francisco

DEAR POLLY - I cannot remove an opaque film 
from the inside of my three crystal decanters. I have 
tried bleach, ammonia, dishwasher detergent, vinegar 
and a bilking soda solution with popcorn kernels hoping 
the friction would dislodge the film. None of these work­ 
ed so please tell me what I can do to make them clear 
and clean. - KATHERINE. 
DEAR KATHERINE - This film certainly resisted a 
lot of old standbys for such removal so I am woodering 
If anything will help. Try filling each of them with hot 
detergent suds plus two or three tablespoons of water 
conditioner, let stand overnight and then rinse well. Or, 
try shaking tea leaves and vinegar in each bottle until 
the deposit is loosened and then use a bottle brash to 
help remove it. Good luck to yon. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — While working on my recipe file I needed 
some new index cards so I cut up plastic bottles with fairly 
straight sides — bleach bottles work fine.

We’ve known for some time 
the volume of paperwork 
required by the various 
governmental bodies that ad­ 
minister our lives is fantastic, 
but until recently had no idea 
of exactly how horrendous the 
situation had gotten to be.

sheets of paper flow through 
federal offices every year, and 
that more than 50 forms need 
to be filled out annually for 
every man, woman and child 
in the United States at a cost 
to the economy of more than 
$40 billion. 


Thankfully, Senators Rus­ 
sell Long and Lloyd Bentsen 
have joined forces against this 
paper monster and are spon­

Windfall for 'small' oil 


WASHINGTON - In the guise of help­ 
ing “small” oil firms survive, Congress 
has poured 1600 million a year into the 
coffers of 47 refineries, many of them ac­ 
tually hundred-million-dollar corpora­ 
tions. 
A confidential Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration (FEA) memo to Senate 
Interior Chairman 
Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash., fumes that a 
little-noticed loophole 
in President Ford’s 
Energy Policy and 
Conservation Act will 
reap the oil men 
billions unless it is 
rapidly plugged. 
The exemption was 
written into the act to 
help genuinely small 
companies, but it ac­ 
tually does more for 
those that are “small” only by the 
billion-dollar standards of Big Oil. 
The act benefits such sizeable oil 
enterprises as Charter, Pennzoil, Witco 
and Husky, all with sales listed at far 
above the hundred-million mark. For 
such wealthy enterprises, says the FEA 
memo, the exemptions will “provide ex­ 
traordinary competitive advantages.” 
The exemption will free small and 
medium-sized refiners from an FEA for­ 
mula that tries to equalize competition 
between those refiners who must buy oil 
at costly foreign prices and those who 
can buy lower-priced domestic oil. 
Many of the small firms, the FEA 
memo points out, were already 
“completely or partially exempted by 
FEA ... on the basis of hardship.” 
But under the loophole, Pennzoil, 
Husky and other large firms will get par-

tial exemptions from regulations 
“unrelated to their actual needs,” the 
FEA memo states. Such substantial 
firms as Rock Island will save up to $7 
million despite an already strong market 
position. 
Footnote: !Joseph Califano, a former 
aide to President Lyndon Johnson and 
the main lobbyist for the exemption, in­ 
sists that it will help the smallest 
refineries. The major oil companies, he 
points out, oppose the exemption. 
Califano contends that FEA is defending 
the major oil company’s interests. 
ATOMIC ALARMS: 
ITerrorists, 
cranks and crazies have made 179 
threats against U.S. nuclear sites since 
1969. Another 28 persons threatened to 
use nuclear bombs or other atomic 
material for extortion, blackmail, 
sabotage or other crimes. 
The long record of bomb threats, 
arson, break-ins and other violent words 
or acts is contained in long-hidden files 
of the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
and the Energy Research and Develop­ 
ment Administration. 
Significantly, the total has jumped as 
more and more controversy has arisen 
over new nuclear facilities. In 1970, there 
were only 11 threats. Last year, there 
were 54. While most of the threats turned 
out to be ugly hoaxes, in one case a 
security guard was fired on. In another, 
telephone lines were neatly cut by rifle 
fire. 
In California, where many of the 
private and government facilities are 
located, there have been 48 threats. The 
sprawling Lawrence Research Lab in 
Berkeley had seven arson attempts in 
one year. 
New York followed with 25 threats. 
And Virginia has had 15 incidents since 
1969, including six bomb threats in one 
15-day stretch at the Virginia Electric 
Power facilities near North Anna which 
are being built on a geologic fault. 
HAUGHTY ENVOY: ! French Ambas­ 
sador Jacques Kosciusko-Morizet, from 
the land of “liberty, equality and frater­ 
nity,” still has some important lessons to 
learn about freedom of the press in 
America. 
Berry’s World 


For the prepossessing Parisian has 
launched a savage, personal vendetta 
against a peppy little French newspaper 
published in New York by a U.S. firm. 
The paper, France-Amerique, ran a 
satire describing Clochemerle, a 
mythical town whose bumbling mayor 
seems a lampoon of Kosciusko-Morizet. 
To almost everyone, the series was rich 
in Gallic humor. To the haughty ambas­ 
sador, the stories were intolerable. 
Stewing over the affront to his dignity, 
Kosciusko-Morizet first discouraged dis­ 
tribution of the newspaper at the embas­ 
sy and consulate, according to France- 
Amerique’s management. 
Unsatisfied with this petty revenge, 
Kisicusko-Morizet went to the paper’s 
chief financial backer, Pierre Drogoul, 
and urged him to fire his editor-director, 
Françoise Chollet. The astonished 
Drogoul told us he flatly refused. 
With undiplomatic fury, Kosciusko- 
Morizet then turned on Drogoul, a 
respected Franco-American busines­ 
sman. The ambassador initiated a move 
to expel Drogoul from the French 
Chamber of Conimerce in New York, 
where he was a vice president. When it 
failed, the ambassador raged. 
In a confidential letter to the chamber, 
he accused it of “preferring soothing 
medicine to surgery” in dealing with 
Drogoul and the newspaper. 
The fuming patrician also attempted 
to dry up the paper’s support from 
French banks in the United States and ef­ 
fectively urged some Franco-American 
businesses to stop advertising in its 
pages, according to Drogoul. 
This was the last straw. Mme. Chollet, 
the director, wrote to President Giscard 
d’Estaing complaining about the 
behavior of his envoy. Months have pas­ 
sed with no reply. 
Footnote: ! Kosciusko-Morizet refused 
to be interviewed but through a 
spokesman insisted to our reporter Hal 
Bernton that all of Drogoul’s charges 
were false, even though he was aware we 
had a copy of the ambassador’s con­ 
fidential letter. The French banks and 
Chamber of Commerce had only 
cautious “no comments.”

I have had so many 
arguments with com­ 
puters that send out 
billings for book clubs, record clubs, 
etc., that I have despaired of belonging 
to Such groups. 


The major problem seems to be that 
while the bills go out by first class mail, 
the books, etc., go out by snail mail and 
invariably the bill gets to the customer 
before the book does. 


Few people will pay for something 
they haven’t received yet, and there 
have been instances where I have 
received my second past due notice 
before the book ever arrives. 


Letters explaining the situation never 
seem to be understood by the computer 
which just keeps disgorging notices to 
pay up or else. 
The result is that I no longer belong to 
one book club with a particularly 
irksome computer. 


Another evil that the age of computers 
has brought about is the seemingly per­ 
sonal letters that magazines, mail order 
houses and others soliciting business 
send out in an attempt to separate me 
from some of my resources. 


“Do you know, Mr. Vincent, that last 
year Mr. Smith of Fresno and Mr. Jones 
of Canoga Park were among the winners 
in our giant sweepstakes from Califor­ 
nia? And did you also know, Mr. Vincent, 
that by simply dropping the enclosed 
entry form in the mail, this year we 
could be sending a check for $100,000 to 
your house at Box 507...” 


(See? The stupid computer doesn’t 
know how t tell the difference between a 
house and a Post Office Box!) 
Another dead give-away that the letter 
you have received isn’t nearly so per­ 
sonal as the firm sending it out would 
like to have you believe is when you get 
one addressed to your company identical 
to the one you got at home. 
One particularly hilarious situation 
that developed down in Santa Paula in­ 
volved a computer that was program­ 
med, apparently, to turn right-side out 


the last-name-first listings in the 
telephone directory. Also, on names too 
long for one line, the computer apparent­ 
ly had been programmed to abbreviate 
the first or middle names or both, to in­ 
itials. 
Thus, the Santa Paula Daily Chronicle 
where I formerly worked frequently got 
“personal” mail addressed to “Mr. Dai­ 
ly C. Santapaula.” 
On one occasion there was a letter in­ 
viting Mr. Santapaula to send in $19.98 to 
receive a colorful and authentic replica 
of the coat of arms of the Santapaula 
family, traced at great expense at the 
request of some other member of the 
family but available at a fraction of the 
cost to this Mr. Santapaula because the 
groundwork already had been done. 


Sometimes computers are not to 
blame for the consternation they create. 
I heard about one woman who was con­ 
stantly having difficulty with her utility 
bills. Every month after sending in her 
check she was notified that she had 
either sent too much money or not 
enough. 
It appeared she and the utility com­ 
pany’s computer never were going to get 
together on how much she owed until one 
day some kind soul intervened and 
checked the matter out. 
Then she sent the customer a 
handwritten note that said, “Please pay 
the amount in the column at the right. 
You have been paying the date.”

Meeting casts shadow 


Tuesday night’s special school board 
meeting came off smoothly as those who 
attended will attest. True there was con­ 
siderable muttering and sound of discon­ 
tent in the huge audience, and there were 
a couple of shouted epithets, but that was 
normal under the circumstances. 
Someone shouted, “You dirty rat,” 
when the motion was 
made 
to 
close 
Miguelito, and when a 
trustee seconded the 
motion there was an 
isolated shout of 
“recall, recall.” 
How serious the talk 
of recall is remains to 
be 
seen. 
Some 
observers say parents 
in Miguelito and La 
Mesa 
attendance 
areas told friends they 
would begin a recall 
move and as a last resort would pull 
their children out of school rather than 
submit them to busing on the one hand or 
to a long walk to another school on the 
other. 
There were a lot of highlights 
depending on where you sat or where 
your heart is. At least one trustee was a . 
little critical of a teacher’s recitation of 
letters by La Mesa students who op­ 


posed the closing of their school. One stu­ 
dent wrote: “Tliink about it.” Another, 
“This school is the best school in the 


world.” Still another, declared: “You 
will be putting one of my best principals 
out of work.” And another of the La 
Mesa students noted in his letter that the 
proposal to close La Mesa School was 
one of Supt. Bloom’s “worst.” 


Giovanni Cargasacchi, who has ap­ 
peared before the board on a number of 
occasions through the years, defended 
the neighborhood school concept. This 
was heartwarming, coming from a man 
who raised his family in the Jalama 
Road area and whose children never had 
a neighborhood school. 


A proponent of school closures as a 
hedge against declining enrollment told 
this reporter he had planned to speak, 
but decided against it because he felt so 
outnumbered. 
Emma Harris, a spokesperson for stu­ 
dents living at the Federal Correctional 
Institution housing area had a 
specialized concern. FCI parents wanted 
to oppose a tentative proposal to shift 
their children to Buena Vista from 
La Canada School where they are bused 
each day. If memory serves me, the FCI 
students, looking back through the years, 


were bused first to La Mesa, then were 
shifted to Buena Vista, then wound up at 
La Canada. A shift now, back to Buena 
Vista seems like more than should be 
asked of those long suffering families. 
Trustee Barbara Berg gets our vote for 
coming up with a new idea. She 
wondered if the staff had explored the 
idea of using mobile classrooms on the 
Buena Vista campus, a procedure that 
she implied would keep the La Mesa 
children closer to their home community 
than busing them to Los Berros. Nobody 
seemed to cotton to the idea at the time 
she broached it.

The proposals also reportedly call for 
limiting strategic cruise missiles to a 
1,500-mile range - a proposal which is 
patently absuni on its face, because this 
limitation too can be so easily evaded. 
While it is possible for a satellite to tell a 
375-mile missile from a 2,400-mile type, 
this ability does not extend to dis­ 
tinguish between 1,500 and 2,400 mile 
weapons. This assumes only that the 
Russians 
have the design knowhow 
which exists in this country or that they 
will achieve that ability in a few years. 


Once you get above the 2,500-mile 
range, specialists say, the design, to be 
effective, must be significantly dif­ 
ferent. And certain distinguishable 
changes must be made in auxiliary 
equipment. 


The Kissinger-Brezhnev proposals in­ 
clude other absurdities. They provide, as 
reported, that Soviet intercontinental 
Backfire bombers would not be con­ 
sidered strategic weapons, thus would 
not be counted against the USSR 
strategic weapon total. But U.S. B-l in­ 
tercontinental bombers would be 
counted against the American 
allowance. 


Kissinger’s sophistry is apparent in the 
arguments he presents to convince one 
and sundry the Soviet Backfire is not 
strategic and therefore not capable of 
bombing strategic U.S. targets if its 
refueling gadgetry is removed and the 
plane is barred from Arctic bases in 
peacetime. 


This is stuff and nonsense. Estimates 
on the time it would take for the Rus­ 
sians to reinstall the refueling equipment 
on a Backfire range from several hours 
to a day if the plane were manufactured 
with that in mind and the needed supplies 
were kept at hand. And regardless of 
basing restrictions, in time of war, 
which is what counts, the big Backfires 
could be staged through Arctic bases at 
will. 


More importantly, the Backfires can 
reach American targets without refuel­ 
ing and without using Arctic bases.
